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Top row, second from left is Takuritsu Morita. He was from Mountain View, CA. Before that, he lived in Oakland and nearby Alameda, CA. Talcott Harmon Parkhurst Studios of Santa Fe, New Mexico. 
He arrived in Santa Fe in August 1943. He left for Heart Mountain on February 13, 1944. He was then in Crystal City on January 22, 1945, thus dating the image. 


August 1943 - February 13, 1944 Issei Men at Santa Fe, New Mexico Detention Center 
The first prisoners confined at the Immigration and Naturalization Service’s (INS) Santa Fe Detention Center arrived mid-March 1942. After arriving 
at the train depot at Lamy, sixteen miles southeast of Santa Fe, armed guards ordered the men into open-air flatbed trucks which took them to the 
site on the western outskirts of town. The sight of ugly tar-papered barracks surrounded by twelve-foot-high barbed wire fences first greeted the in- 
ternees, but just beyond the barbed wire lie the pinon and juniper covered foothills of the Sangre de Cristo Mountains. After seeing the beautiful 
vistas in all directions, the first Issei prisoners at Santa Fe named their new home San Te He, or “many mountains surrounding."

Not every man in the photo is list- 
ed, however. It was written by Mr. Kurihara and given to Takuritsu Morita, of Mountain View, CA.

lives in section 8 (Mr. Kurthara must have written this)

21) Mr Zaima (or Zaiman): Mr. Suzuki, who was mentioned separately, attended as a successor to Mr. Zai-

23) Sasaki: In the later period, section 6 principal
